E R N M E N T PAYRO LL. 


Large Percentage Engaged In 
Sub- 
Clerical Work— ^ Average Salary 
of Those in District is 
$837 Per Year. 


In the last few years, outside of the 
departments at Washington, women 
have been increasihg in numbers in 
the government service. Last year, iu 
all the civil service positions of the 
national government, not including the 
consular and diplomatic service, there 
were 286,9 02 employes. Ten per cent, 
of the total were employed in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
Recently the department of com­ 
merce and labor has been looking into 
detaijed statistics concerning the full 
civil service employes of the country. 
It was found impossible to include for 
comparison those employes in the sev­ 
eral departmental branches of 
the 
government presided over by cabinet 
heads under ai)pointment by the presi­ 
dent; also the employes under 
the 
isthmian canal commission were ex ­ 
cluded, tlie whole number of ex clu­ 
sions footing 101,028 of the army un­ 
der civil service. This has left a total 
of 185.874 employes of thg;. govern­ 
ment subject to the comparisons of 
the iiivesligators. 
Thus for the purposes of compari­ 
son these 185,874 employes are divid­ 
ed according to sex into 172,053 men 
and 13.821 women. 
In WasWngton it 
was found that the proportion of wom­ 
en employes was 3 to 10, while else­ 
where in the country there was one 
woman to 25 men in civil service posi­ 
tions. 
Both women and men in the 
service at Washington were older than 
were the employes elsewhere, while 
in the district the average salary was 
larger. 
In W’ashington the average 
salary for the man was $1,178 and for 
the woman it was $837; outside of the 
district the average was $9 35 for the 
man and $766 for the w’oman. 
In the matter of comparative salary 
for the sex es the bureau says; “ That 
the percentage of women paid at the 
rate of less than $720 a year is very 
high as compared with that for men 
does not indicate that women receive 
less than the men for the same class 
of work, but reflects the fact already 
noted that a far larger percentage of 
the women than of the men are en -' 
gaged in sub-clerical work or in man- * 
ual labor.”
